Dr. aiecaskey ana Dr. Wheeloch. He- 


port an Investigation. 


Dr. G. W. MoOaskey has published 


"The Plea of Insanity as an Apology 
for a Grime," with a report and discus- 
sion of the cue of John Barrett, the 
murderer, who was sentenced to the 
penitentiary, and who died there. 


The circumstances of the case are still 


fresh in the minds of most of THE SENTI- 
NEL readers, The crime was committed 
April 14,1889, and the murderer died 
November 14 of the same year. Three 
days after death the body was disinterred 
aud the brain removed in the presence 
of Dr. M. F. Porter, Dr. G. W. McCas- 
key, Dr. A. P. Buchanan, and Dr. 
Howard MoCulIough. The fatal mis- 
take of placing the brain directly in 
weak alcohol, and especially without 
having taken any precautions to insure 
its penetration into the suloi or ventri- 
cles ruined the brain for further study, 
although this has not been known out- 
side of the circle of physicians and 
relatives. Consequently it could not be 
proven by examination of the brain 
whether John Barrett was insane or not. 
The medical experts in the case were:

Greeuwell, and F. Wood; for the 
prosecution, Dr. K. K. Wheelook 
and Dr. MoCaskey.

Wheelook 


submits the following: "Two inter- 
views form the basis of my judgment 
and contain the main fact upon which I 
felt willing to assert that Barrett was of 
sound mind when he committed the 
crime for which he suffered the penalty 
of the law, 
I do not doubt but that he 


was an invalid at the time of the com- 
mission of the assault and during his 
stay m jail. But if some practical aid 
had been extended him during his con- 
finement it would have been better than 
any amount of post mortem sympathy." 


The other physicians in the case 


maintain that Barrett was of unsound 
mind. Nothing has been given as ab- 
solute proof on either side, and the re- 
sult is that it will forever be a mystery 
whether or not the murderer was of un- 
sound mind. The fact that the brain 
could not be examined prevents the 
solving of what will be a mystery al- 
ways.

HELD FOR MURDER. 


Marvin Kntrne Indicted at Tiffin. 


Ohio, By the (Brand Jury Vor 


Murder In the First Decree. 


Marvin Kuhns, the desperado, who 


was removed from the jail in this city to 
Tiffin, O., where he was wanted to answer 
to the charge of murdering William L. 
Carapau at Fostoria, some months ago, 
had his case heard before the grand 
jury at that place this week, andthia 
morning, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing telefrram to THE SKNTOTEI^ from 
Clias. L. Zahm, editor of the Fostoria 
Daily Democrat, was indicted for mur- 
der in the first degree: 


TIFFIN, OHIO, Jan. 14. 


EDITOR SzvnsEt: 


The grand jury, which has been en- 


gaged this week in hearing the testi- 
mony against Marvin Kuhns, to-day re- 
tained an indictment in his case, charg- 
ing him with murder in the first degree. 
KnhiiB, when he heard the jury's action, 
said: "Well, now they will have prove 
it. They can't do it." The prisoner 
may be arraigned this afternoon. He is 
rapidly recovering from the effeotflof 
his wounds and is cheerful. 


EVIDENCE AGAINST KUHNS. 


Prosecutor J. M. Kobinson, who has 


been in correspondence with the Ohio 
authorities, received a telegram an- 
nouncing the indictment against Kuhne. 
Mr. Robinson is familiar with the evi- 
dence upon which it is expected Kuhns 
will be convicted. William Oampan, 
the murdered man, and Kuhns were 
intimate 
until 
the 
latter 
knew 


that 
Oampau 
was 
tempted 
to 


turn him over to the authorities, or 
in other words, "squeal" on him. There 
is evidence to show that the two of them 
got on a Hooking Valley railroad train 
at Prospect, Ohio, where they were in 
tho horse trading business as partners. 
They were seen to get off the train 
at Fostoria 
on 
the opposite side 


from the station. 
It 
is supposed 


that one-half hour later, in a sparsely 
settled district of the'.town, the desper- 
ado shot his companion and dragged his 
dead body into an alley. In the pock- 
ets of the dead man waa found blood- 
stains, and in the pookets and upon the 
overcoat of Kuhns blood-stains were 
subsequently found, indicating that 
the murderer had transferred articles 
from the dead man's pookets to his 
own. 
Kuhns returned to Prospect, O., 


and exhibited a bill of sale purporting 
to have been executed by Oampau, and 
giving him (Kuhns) possession of Cam- 
pau's share of the business. 
This was 


two days after the murder. 
Knhus at 


this time stated that Oampau had 
gone 
to 
Adrian, 
Mich. 
Some 


time afterward Kuhns was asked to go 
to Fostoria to identify Gampau'a body, 
which after some hesitation he con- 
sented to do, but during the examina- 
tion at the coroner's inquest he skipped 
from the room, hatlees, scaled a fence 
in the back yard and escaped. 
Since 


then he had been a fugitive from justice 
until run down by the brave officers of 
this city. 
Other evidence is strong 


against the criminal, principally the 
fact that Kuhns was seen to have Oam- 
pan's revolver after the shooting,
